STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Per claims 2, 6, 8-15 
and 17-23 and 31-32 the key limitations include "wherein one or more of said barrier layers 
comprise a barrier sublayer B which has been grown at a temperature lower than a growth 
temperature of said barrier sublayer C, said barrier sublayer B intervening between said barrier 
sublayers A and C (see claim 31) and wherein one or more of said barrier layers comprise a 
barrier sublayer D which has been grown at a temperature lower than a growth temperature of 
said barrier sublayer C, said barrier sublayer D intervening between said barrier sublayers C and 
E (see claim 32.)" No prior art was found that taught or made obvious these novel devices. Per 
Claims 23-30 the key limitations include growing a well layer; subsequently, elevating a growth 
temperature; growing a barrier layer of the quantum well structure at the elevated temperature, 
which is higher than a growth temperature of the well layer by 50°C or more; subsequently, 
lowering the growth temperature again by 50°C or more; and further growing the barrier layer at 
the lowered temperature. No prior art was found that taught or made obvious this novel method.
